Women Fight 
Guerrilla War 
Of Ghosts On 
Land And Sea

Chungking—One of Japan's big- 


gest problems in China is a ghost 
army viciously and continually stab- 
bing in the rear. 


It is an army of hard-hitting, 


hard-fighting guerrillas whose broad 
strategy is: Withdraw when the en- 
emy advances, harass him when he 
camps, attack when he is exhausted, 
give chase when he flees. 


Tlie hunting ground stretches 2,- 


500 miles. The strength is officially 
estimated at 350,000 or more men and 
women. They operate in the shadow 
of Shanghai, Peiping, Canton and 
other cities in occupied China; in 
Manchurian forests; in the rich val- 
ley of the Yangtze in the mountains 
of Shantung. Wherever there are 
Japanese in China, there are guer- 
rillas. 


Isolated from. China proper are 


some 20,000 guerrillas in Manchuria 
cut off from active direction by 
Chungking. 


Movement Began In '37 


South of the Great Wall the guer- 


rilla movement started with the out- 
break of war on July 7, 1937. Its 
sponsors were principally the intelli- 
gentsia and retired army officers. 
They were scattered groups acting 
independently. After the battle of 
Hsuchow, in May, 1938. the govern- 
ment appointed regular army officers 
for liaison work with guerrilla 
groups. 


As the Japanese advanced deeper 


into China communications with the 
guerrillas were, in many cases, com- 
pletely cut off and then- effective- 
ness began to decline. During the 
battle for Hankow, lost to the in- 
vaders in October, 1938, the govern- 
ment changed its policy and guer- 
rilla troops were reorganized into 
regular units, large and small, and 
became an integral branch of the 
Chinese army. 


How They Operate 


The guerrillas blow up bridges, 


wreck trains, burn food and supply 
depots, sabotage machinery in mines 
and factories, toss bombs into Japa- 
nese patronized amusement places, 
cut telegraph wires, destroy high- 
ways and attack Japanese- supply 
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columns. They are particularly par- 
tial to assaults on smaller Japanese 
garrisons. 


Skill in demolition and other de- 


structive work was developed "-at 
schools devoted to the training of 
guerrilla force officers. 


As integral parts of the Chinese 


army, the guerrillas are under tlie 
direct authority of the nearest war 
zone commander. "They are paid 
and supplied by the army. 


Many Women Serve 


Thousands of women serve. They 


do work roughly analogous with that 
of women In U. S. forces but with 
one exception—many are fighters as 
much at home in a skirmish as a GI 
is with a Garand. 


The most famous guerrilla today 


is a 63-year-old woman, Madame 
Chao Yu Tung, known as the 
"mother of the guerrillas." At the 
head of a band she fought many en- 
gagements with the Japanese who 
have placed a price of 250,000 Chi- 
nese dollars on her head. Today she 
is a special recruiting agent for the 
army. 
- A pint-sized grandmother with 
wrinkled face and slow walk, she 
is already a legend. Once to dem- 
onstrate to a group of skeptical 
peasants that they too should be- 
come guerrillas she led a party to 
the corn field and with a Mauser in 
each hand shot and killed two Japa- 
nese sentries within sight of the 
walls ofvPeiping. 


'By Sea As Well 


Officially there are no sea guer- 


rillas, but unofficially China's ghost 
army has operated at sea as well 
as on land. Men operate in small 
boats to raid enemy lighthouses, or 
travel as innocent passengers and 
take possession of Japanese mer- 
chantmen. 


Guerrillas make the Japanese 


grip on North China an uneasy one. 
People escaping from Peiping have 
been conducted hundreds of miles 
through Japanese lines to safety. 


The Chinese military authorities 


here say that in peace time eighty 
per cent of China's guerrilla forces 
would be peasants or students. Stu- 
dents constitute thirty per cent of 
the force and peasants fifty per cent. 


Since the reorganization, China's 


ghost army receives regular military 
rank, the highest that of lieutenant 
general, and is organized like a regu- 
lar military base. 


Most of the guerrilla forces possess 


radio sets, and receive orders in a 
secret number code which has ap- 
parently baffled the best brains of 
the Japanese army. 


Accounts of the casualties in- 


flicted by the guerrillas have often 
been exaggerated. Tlie high com- 
mand has made available to The 
Associated Press its own records 
which modestly claim that since the 
outbreak of war to the end of No- 
vember, 1942, tlie guerrillas have 
killed 33,282 Japanese and lost 38,- 
042 in dead themselves.

An Advanced Naval Base, New 


Guinea, Jan. 10 (Delayed) (AP)— 
Tokyo reported that 30 of the em- 
peror's divebombers had destroyed 
two P-T boats, but Tokyo was 
wrong.

minutes in one of the most daring 
exploits of the war in, this area. 
What's more, they shot down four 
planes which were seen to crash into 
the water. 


It was the Japanese planes that 


got enough of the fight and broke 
off the duel. 


The P-T"s went out looking for 


trouble along the south coast of New 
Britain. Actually, they were on the 
hunt for barges, but they steered 
into enemy territory between Arawe 
and Gasmata. After an all-night 
search, they started for home at 8 
a. m. 


"A whole batch of planes coming 


from the northeast," reported the 
man at tile wheel of one boat. 


Down in the engine room, Robert 


Schaben, 6331 South Troy, Chicago, 
Illinois, was keeping the all-im- 
portant engines singing, but just to 
keep him informed, William Fcrrcll. 
827% Central avenue, Charleston, 
West Virginia, his assistant, raced 
forth 
shouting 
jubilantly, "One 


down. Now two down." 


The P-T gunners, with what seem- 


ed to be the entire Japanese air- 
force attacking, could have hit the 
deck but they stood exposed by their 
guns.

a Jap plane went down."

NEW BIRTH AND 
DEATH RECORDS 
ARE SET IN '43 


New records were set last year for 


births and deaths in the five-district 
section for which Ralph Geiselman 
is registrar of vital statistics, accord- 
ing to his annual "report released to- 
day. 


There were 451 births, the largest 


number recorded since 1906 and the 
161 deaths were 17 "more than the 
average to. the last 38 years, al- 
though nine of those years showed 
more deaths than the number for 
1943. 
The largest number recorded 


was in 1918 when the flu epidemic 
caused 286 deaths in the area. 


Tlie records kept by Registrar 


oeiselman cover Gettysburg and 
Cumberland, Straban, Freedom and 
Highland townships. Fifteen births 
and nine deaths are recorded for 
Straban township; six births and 
four deaths for Freedom; 
six 


births and two deaths for Highland, 
and nine births and 31 deaths for 
Cumberland township. Many of the 
youngsters technically credited for 
Gettysburg because they were born 
in the Warner hospital however are 
children of families living in the 
four townships it was pointed out. 
Gettysburg's birth records', because 
of the hospital, also include a num- 
ber of children born to parents liv- 
ing in Adams county and other sec- 
tions of Pennsylvania and Maryland. 


Boys Outnumber Girls 


The boys slightly outnumbered the 


girls in the birth records, with 234 
boys and 217 girls born during the 
year, including 218 boys and 197 girls 
credited for Gettysburg. Of the 161 
deaths, 99 were males and 62 fe- 
males. In Gettysburg there were 66 
male deaths and 49 female deaths 
The proportion of male deaths to 
female reached its hcighth in Cum- 
berland township with 22 male 
deaths compared with nine female 
deaths. 
June and December witnessed the 


arrival of the largest number of 
babies-in the district, with 47 and 45 
youngsters, respectively, born during 
those months. 
Forty-four of the 


youngsters born in December claim- 
ed Gettysburg as their birthplace.

FIREMEN SEEK 


FIVE TONS OF 
WASTLHPER 


The Gettysburg firemen will be 


seeking five tons of scrap paper 
when they conduct their January 
salvage drive Tuesday afternoon 
starting at 4 o'clock, Vernon B. 
Corle, chairman of the local fire- 
men's salvage committee said to- 
day. 


The firemen usually secure about 


2'/B tons of paper, but are lifting 
the quota this time because of their 
belief that additional paper can be 
secured as a result of the Christmas 
holiday period, a time when many 
packages are secured and much scrap 
japer piles up at various homes. 
The need for scrap paper is becom- 
ng more and more acute, Mr. Corle 
asserted. 


Paper Is No. 1 Need 


He_ urged residents to put out all 


paper they can find on the side- 
walks to be picked up by the fire- 
men. 
Even one paper bag, or news- 


paper will be welcomed by the fire- 
men, he said, asserting that if every 
person in town gives whatever 
amount of salvage paper he has the 
amountJ obtained will be" well~in 
excess of the five tons quota. Only 
waxed paper is unusable for sal- 
vage purposes, it was pointed out. 


While every type of salvage ma- 


terial is sought, the war's No. 1 
scrap need now is waste paper, Corle 
said. 
1'Bennsylvania paper mills 


are closing down for lack of waste 
paper," he asserted," the paper- 
ward industry, manufacturing ma- 
terials for war, is operating at about 
75 per cent of its capacity due to 
the scarcity of scrap paper. For 
this all-out waste paper collection 
let us get out our old newspapers, 
cartons, corrugated paper, paper 
bags, wrapping paper, magazines, 
discarded files, old records, yes, and 
even the waste basket paper." 


2,000 Tons Of 
Bombs Dropped 
On Plane Plant

RAF bombers lugging blockbusters smothered Brunswick 


in central Germany with 2,000 tons of bombs last night, tear- 
ing at a great Messerschmitt plane plant gashed on Tuesday 
by a massive American raid. 


The blow at the vitals of Nazi aerial defense was accom- 


panied by Mosquito stabs at Berlin for the second successive 
night, and at Magdeburg, 50 miles east of Brunswick. 


Columns of fire were left seething in Brunswick, 


and its precious aircraft plants. Thirty-eight British 
planes were lost in the night assaults which came in 
the-wake-of-a drubbing-of-the-Erench-defense coast 
by perhaps 1,400 Allied planes, including hundreds 
of four-engined American bombers. The day raids, 
costing 16 planes against 27 Nazi fighters downed, 
were the heaviest on that vital sector since Christ- 
mas eve. Airmen reported some of the Nazi installa- 
tions appeared to be new. 


Reds Pound Convoy 


The 24-hour air assaults also included a Russian 100-plane 


attack on a German convoy in the Black Sea, and RAF raids 
en Nazi shipping off Norway. 


A Soviet offensive in White Russia surging forward in its 


fifth day struck across the Pripet marshes, aimed at the 
stronghold city of Pinsk 95 miles away, and in Moscow's 
words, inflicted "tremendous losses" on the Germans. 


The drive already had enveloped Mozyr and'Kalinkovichi, 


west of Gomel, and 40 small localities, carving a new bulge 
into the wavering Nazi line in Russia. 


South of the marshes,'Ukrainian forces of Gen. 


Nikolai Vatutin struck deeper on a widening front 
along the Kiev-Warsaw railway, sweeping up more 
than 30 villages, and jumping the Horyn river 10 
miles west of Sarny in old Poland. 


French Advance In Italy 


AUSSIES PUSH 
TO NEW BASE 
IN NEW GUINEA

The campaign to clear the Japa- 


nese from the Huon peninsula coast 
of New Guinea swept toward a suc- 
cessful climax today while Allied 
bombers ranged far over the skies 
of the Southwest Pacific in a series 
of destructive raids. 


Australian troops pushed close 


enough to the Japanese barge point 
at Sio on the northeast coast of 
New Guinea to send artillery fire 
into enemy positions, indicating it 
may not be long before that base 
falls to the Allies. The Japanese 
have been attempting to flee the 
area in barges. 


Capture of Sio would open the 


way for Allied control of more than 
100 additional miles of coastline. Sio 
is 65 miles north of Finschhafen, 
taken by the Australians last Sep- 
tember, and 55 miles south of Saidon 
where units of the U. S. Sixth Army 
landed 13 days ago. 


Soar 3,000 Miles 


Fierce fighting was reported from 


Cape Gloucester on the northwest 
coast of New Britain. Associated 
Press War Correspondent Murlin 
Spencer wrote from the invasion 
front in a January 13 delayed dis- 
patch that the U. S. Marines were 
expecting to take Hill 660 which 
controls the entire Borgen bay area, 
but that the Japanese were forc- 
ing them to fight "step by step." 


Allied planes spanned nearly 3,000 


miles in separate bombing missions 
from the Japanese-held Netherlands 
East Indies to the Solomons. In the 
longest flight, Liberators ignited the 
Balikpapan oil refinery on Borneo 
more than 1,000 miles northwest of 
Australia. 
Other .attacks caused 


damage on Celebes island, Portu- 
guese Timor, Ceram and Dutch 
New Guinea.

Luka to that incubator town of World War one. The Mostar 
airdrome and Sibenik area of Yugoslavia were bombed yester- 
day by Allied planes.

Sabotage And 
Hidden Arms 
Choke Nazis' 
Stranglehold 


By EDWIN SHANKE 


The very threat of guerrilla war- 


fare is the major contribution to 
the Allied war effort by the Norwe- 
gian and Danish patriots. 


It has tied down a far higher per- 


centage of Hitler's manpower than 
he bargained for. Now when Ger- 
I man's supply of reserves is virtually 
exhausted, competent sources esti- 
mate that 200,000 German troops, 
police and administrative personnel 
are held in Norway and another 
150,000 hi Denmark. 


Norwegians are armed and the 
ermans know it. From time to 


time they have cracked down on 
the underground and 
have 
un- 


covered cached supplies. 


Spirit Unbroken 


When the Germans crushed • the 


Norwegian army in 1940, they did 
not smash the spirit of the sol- 
diers, nor did they get all the war 
material. Norwegians took it upon 
themselves to hide munitions, even 
field guns. These were secreted in 
city hideouts, mountain caves, farm- 
ers' barns. With an average of 
only eight Norwegians to 
each 


square kilometer, it was easy to 
build up these supplies with the help 
of the Allies. 


The illegal press lately has re- 


minded Norwegians of their duty 
should an Allied landing be made. 
This duty is to destroy communica- 
tions. Highway, railway, telephone 
and telegraph networks are so thin 
that the country could be split into 
30 to 40 "islands" rapidly. 


Meantime, the Norwegian under- 


ground discloses itself as little as 
possible to preserve the organiza- 
tion. Silent sabotage is the policy, 
instead of one of <«o:ent outbreaks. 
A few droos of paraffin make a load 
of fish—vital to German economy— 
inedible; salt, sugar or sand ruins 
petrol, or cement intended for Ger- 
man fortifications: 


Runs Automobiles 


Parts for the German war ma- 


chine disappear constantly. Nor- 
wegian drivers run German auto- 
mobiles into junk heaps by neglect- 
ing to take care of them. 


The Norwegians help the Allies' 


intelligence service. The most" fre- 
quent German prosecutions are for 
helping the enemy to obtain infor- 
mation. "When'the Gerniaris fortified 
the Norwegian, coast, native 'foremen 
were entrusted 
with 
blueprints.

NAZIS THROTTLE 
BOOKS TO KEEP 
UP PROPAGANDA 


By WADE WERNER 


Lisbon, Jan. 15 (AP)—Dispatches 


concerning newsprint shortages in 
the United States have provoked 
puzzlement here as to how the Ger- 
mans still manage to publish so 
many newspapers on the continent 
of Europe. 


All apparently are getting a fairly 


good quality of newsprint. 


Dailies from bomb-shattered Ber- 


lin arrive in Lisbon looking much 
the same as they did in 1939— Voel- 
kischer Beobachter six pages. Boer- 
sen-Zeitung eight, Der Angriff six, 
the latter with its customary two- 
color front page and numerous 
newsphotos. 


More remarkable, however, is the 


number of newspapers appearing at 
widespread points in occupied and 
satellite countries—even in such 
places as Minsk, close to the Rus- 
sian front. 


The Pariser Zeitung. which is 


-printed—in German with 
supple- 


mental pages in French, appears in 
eight full size pages. 


Throttle Books 


An indication the Nazis have be- 


gun throttling the book-publishing 
industry in order to maintain a 
paper supply for propaganda period- 
icals and newspapers is seen in the 
textbook shortage in schools and 
universities. 


The German press this week pub- 


lished regulations aiming toward an 
equitable distribution of available 
scientific, 
technical and medical 


textbooks among students who need 
them. 


Such a shortage of vitally-needed 


books contrasting with the abund- 
ance of propaganda publications 
suggest the Nazis will maintain a 
front of important newspapers and 
periodicals as long as any paper, ink 
and printing plants remain. 


Those whose memories go back 


to the First World war may recall 
that some of the most luxurious is- 
sues of certain German magazines 
appeared in October, 1918, creating 
an impression in the mind of the 
Casual reader elsewhere in Europe 
that Germany still was at the peak 
of production. A few weeks later, 
however, came the armistice.

New York. Jan. 15 (AP) — The 


United States Lawn Tennis associa- 
tion expects in 1944, as in 1943, to 
keep amateur tennis alive, to provide 
relaxation, recreation and healthy 
exercise for the benefit of men and 
women in the armed forces, for 
workers in war industries and for 
boys and girls under military age.' 


In 1943, fewer tournaments for the 


ur players were scheduled but 


many informal tournaments were 
held for local players at which all 
the receipts, without deduction of 
any expenses, were given to the 
American Red Cross. Other war re- 
lief agencies also benefited from the 
tournaments. 


Tennis-balls were distributed by the 


USLTA to some 80 Army and Navy 
training centers where tennis is pop- 
ular but the equipment inadequate 
to supply the demand. These balls 
were donated by_ players, clubs, 
schools, colleges -and public-parks 
and were deeply appreciated by offi- 
cers and enlisted men. 


Shipped Abroad 


Balls, nets and rackets have also 


been purchased for shipment over- 
seas to men in tour armed forces in 
North Africa and 'in the South 
Pacific. 


AH the outdoor national cham- 


pionships for juniors, boys and girls 
were held and also the five major 
senior championships. The decision 
to hold the championships was 
commended by our 
government's 


committee on physical fitness and 
was supported by the tennis public. 
A number of the ranking players in 
the Army and Navy saved up their 
f urloughs to take part in the cham- 
pionships, which were streamlined 
to meet war conditions. 


Tennis Is one of the few games 


which boys and girls can continue 
to play for many years after gradu- 
ation. Efforts have been continued 
to encourage more schools to in- 
clude tennis in their athletic and 
physical education programs. Some 
progress has been made.

Asserting the state "should be 


entitled to approximately six per 
cent of any sum appropriated per 
year," Shroyer said under the pro- 
posed law one-half of apportion- 
ments would be based on popula- 
tion, one-fourth on area and one- 
fourth on post-road mileage. 


Shroyer declared in a statement 


that this-formula "does not provide j at Clear View school, reports that 
a sufficient proportion of the pro- 
posed funds to meet the highway 
needs of our commonwealth and 
it does not- return to Pennsylvania, 
or other industrial states, as large 
a percentage as they deserve, com- 
pared with their importance and 
tax-producing ability. 


Conflicting- Views 


He also took issue with another 


section of the bill which would re- 
quire one-half of the allocation to 
any state to be spent on Federal- 
aid highways and the remainder In 
urban-areas .and Ibr_secondary and 
feeder roads. 


"The 
Martin Administration 


feels," said Shroyer, "that in Penn- 
sylvania our principal problem is to 
reconstruct and modernize the ex- 
isting Federal-aid highway system 
and such other important roads and 
streets, the needs for which can be 
determined by the representatives 
of the state. 


"It would be manifestly unfair and 


uneconomic to force Pennsylvania 
to spend a large sum of money con- 
structing._and, Deconstructing rural 
or secondary roads winch, in then- 
present condition, are adequate for 
the traffic requirements."
